Piohiiig For A Place To Strike 


Democratic campaign strategy ' for the pres­ 
idential election, now in 
the 
dev elopment 
stage, is an interesting study . 
Democratie speaker.s are feeling out public 
opinion for a weak spot 
They feel certain 
there must be some place they can strike 
where the Republicans will not be able to 
stand that blow. But they are still hunting 
for it. 
One of the more curious proposals came 
from a sub-group of the Democratic Adv isory 
Committee on Science and Technology , which 
Is itself a sub-group of the Democratic Ad­ 
v isory Council. This was a suggestion to 
make political capital of the project to put a 
man into space—the Mercury project. 
The issue was to be drawn between Re­ 
publicans being urged to do this as quickly 
as possible and Democrats adv ising Republi­ 
cans to go slow lest they sacrifice a human 
life. On this kind of an issue, Democrats 
would be working both sides of the str e e t- 
criticizing the Eisenhower administration for 
dragging its feet on the space program and 
criticizing it for making haste at the po.« ;sible 
cost of a life. 
This is the state of mind that elsewhere 
has been causing one Democratic orator to 
call Vice President Nix on a "juv enile de­ 
linquent” and another party hopeful to pic­ 
ture President Eisenhower as a befuddled 
man ov ermatched in a job that alway s was 
too much for him and has become increas­ 


ingly so with his increasing weight of y ears 
One faction among Democrats would like to 
wage a campaign on the folly of balancing 
the federal budget. Some Democrats think the 
weak place is the farm states, where they 
charge Republicans hav en’t been giv ing away 
public money fast enough. Some prefer to 
say 
the 
national 
defense 
is 
being 
hurt 
Others profess to believ e the national debt 
is too low and should be whooped up bey ond 
^ 
billion. 


These are probings in search of an issue In 
19 60, there is no groundswell—no tide of opin­ 
ion running strongly one way or the other— 
no seething resentment against the state of 
things as they are It is the job of the party - 
out of power in the ex ecutiv e branch to find 
.swiething to campaign on, and Democrats 
hav e the sy mpathy of ev ery Republican who 
remembers 19 36, 19 40, 19 44 and 19 46 
There was the sam e probing then, the 
sam e search for a place to strike It was in­ 
ability to join and win on key issues that 
badgered Republican strategy makers 
until 
19 52, when the scandals of the Truman ad­ 
ministration finally created 
the 
inex orable 
force that Republicans had been unable to 
find before. 
It would hav e been almost impossible to 
lose the presidential election that y ear, and 
with the help of a strong and attractiv e can­ 
didate the Republican ticket pulled an all- 
time record v ote. 


Voting Is Ev ery Citizeirs Right 


Frustrating resistance to civ il rights prog­ 
ress in Southern states, it has been pointed 
out by many critics of practices (^ o s e d to 
civ il rights, could be demolished by giv ing 
Negro citizens the right to v ote. 
This would get rid of many repressiv e 
practices automatically , because Negro peo­ 
ple in most parts of the South, hold a poten­ 
tial balance of power in elections Politicians 
could not afford to incur their wrath 
For ex actly this reason. Southern Negroes 
hav e been discouraged from v oting and at 
best encouraged to v ote only under closely 
controlled conditions. 
That has been the working policy of South­ 
ern segregationists—to protect the ballot box . 
That is why the most far-reaching civ il 
rights proposal ev er made is Attorney Gen­ 
eral Rogers’ idea for guaranteeing Negro 
v oting by court-appointed “ referees” in fed­ 
eral court districts where prev ious legal pro­ 
ceedings hav e shown need for special pro­ 
tection 
This propo.sal goes far bey ond any other 


pending proposal 
II would prov ide standing 


protection, instead of temporary protection. 


Both state and federal elections would be 


cov ered. Offenders could be found guilty by 


a 
judge without 
a 
jury . 
Referees 
would 


watch balloting as well as registration. 
If such a bill — and thi.s one is being of­ 
fered as a proposed amendment to the Civ il 
Rights Act of 19 57 — were adopted. Southern 
Negroes could not be kept from v oting, short 
of measures to bar them by force The de­ 
finitiv e m easure that has been mentioned by 
ev ery critic of segregation would hav e been 
put into action. Civ il rights legislation, which 
traditionally has been watered down, would 
hav e been giv en a drench of 100-proof popular 
sov ereignty . 


For that reason, the pro.spects of adoption 
are dim 
But from now on. there will be 
only one civ il rights proposal worth talking 
about — the one that could m ake the historic 
difference — the guaranteed right to v ote, 
regardless of race and color.

sentence in the statement just is­ 
sued by Mr. Eisenhower, 
which 
say s: 


“ I should like only to add that 
the United States gov ernment has 
confidence in the ability of the 
Cuban people to recognize and de­ 
feat the intrigues of international 
communism which are aimed at 
destroy ing democratic institutions 
in Cuba and the traditional and 
mutually beneficial friendship be­ 
tween the Cuban and 
American 
peoples.” 
The phrasing is tactful but nev ­ 
ertheless quite plain. 
This sam e kind of interference in 
the affairs of Latin-American coun­ 
tries was what gav e birth to the 
Monroe Doctrine nearly a century 
and a half ago. 


IT WAS ENUNCIATED by Presi­ 
dent Monroe in a m essage to Con­ 
gress on Dec. 2, 1823, which reads 
in part as follows: 
“ We owe it, therefore, to can­ 
dor and to the amicable relations 
ex isting between the United States 
and those (European) powers to 
declare that we should 
consider 
any attempt on their part to ex ­ 
tend their sy stem to any portion 
of this hemisphere a.s dangerou.s 
to our peace and safety , 
“ With the ex isting colonies 
or 
dependencies 
of 
any 
European 
power we hav e not interfered and 
shall not interfere. But with the 
gov ernments who hav e 
declared 
their independence and maintained 
it and whose 
independence 
we 
hav e, on great consideration and 
on just principles, acknowledged, 
we could not v iew any interposition 
for the purpose of oppressing them 
or controlling in any other m an­ 
ner their destiny , by any Euro­ 
pean power in any other light than 
as a manifestation of an unfriendly 
disposition 
t o w a r d the United 
States” 


THE MONROE IKKTRINE has 
been withdrawn 
from 
American 
foreign policy . 
'There can be no doubt that the 
Sov iet Union has interfered with 
the affairs of the gov ernment of 
Cuba and that Communist agents 


are guilty of prov oking friction be­ 
tween this country and the Cuban 
gov ernment. 
The Cuban people, of course, are 
the v ictim s of the plots that hav e 
resulted in the confiscation of for­ 
eign property in Cuba, the v irtual 
su.spension of tourist trav el and the 
steady deterioration of the Cuban 
economy . 
What makes the situation ev en 
more critical is the in.sulting man­ 
ner of Fidel Castro, the dictator. 
He refuses for prolonged periods 
to see the American ambassador 
but continues to make speeches 
offensiv e to the United States. At 
the sam e tim e he denies an op­ 
portunity to conduct the diplcmiat- 
ic relations between 
Washington 
and Hav ana in the normal way . 
Mr. 
Eisenhower in 
his public 
statement describes the situation 
as follows: 
“ We 
hav e 
been, 
for 
many 
months, deeply concerned and per­ 
plex ed at the steady deterioration 
of those relations 
(between 
the 
gov ernments of the United State.s 
and Cuba) reflected especially by 
recent public statements by Prime 
Minister Castro of Cuba, as well 
as by statements in official pub­ 
licity organs of the Cuban gov ern­ 
ment. These statem ents contain un­ 
warranted attacks on our gov ern­ 
ment and on our leading officials ” 


THE PRESIDENT refers point­ 
edly also to the stirring up of 
rev olutions 
in 
o t h e r 
Latin- 
American countries, with Cuba as 
a base of military operations. 
Mr. Eisenhower say s that from 
Cuba "a number of inv asions di­ 
rected against other countries hav e 
departed during the past y ear, in 
sev eral cases attended with seri­ 
ous loss of life and property dam­ 
age in the territory of those other 
countries.” 
The Monroe Doctrine has in re­ 
cent y ears been embraced in prin­ 
ciple by Latin-American countries 
as a bloc 
The organization of 
American 
states has the responsibility for 
ex posing infractions of the Doc­ 
trine but this does not in any way 
lessen the duty of the United States 
to enforce the Doctrine as against 
any European power. 
At a time when Nikita Khrush­ 
chev is preaching “ peaceful co­ 
ex istence” and a “ l^ sening 
of 
tension,” the United States finds 
at its doorstep a Communist or­ 
ganization actually using Castro as 
a tool in plotting against this coun­ 
try and other states in the Western 
Hemisphere. 
Under the 
circumstances, 
Mr 
Eisenhower can hardly carry out 
his plan for a v isit to .Moscow nex t 
spring without giv ing the impres­ 
sion that America is not going to 
do any thing about the v iolation of 
the .Monroe Doctrine by the Sov iet 
gov ernment. 


Is It Onlv All Act?

WASHINGTON 
Ail of a sudden the Red Chinese 
are putting on their Sunday -go-to- 
m eeting clothes and an attitude of 
butter - won’t - m elt - in - our - 
mouths. 


Two things hav e happened in 
connection with this, one realistic 
and the other hard to believ e. 
The realistic one: 


Ev er since the Korean War the 
American gov ernment has refused 
to recognize the Chinese Commu­ 
nists as the rightful gov ernment 
of mainland China and has op­ 
posed a seat in the United Nations 
for them 


There has alway s been some un­ 
reality about this, since the Red 
Chinese not only control mainland 
China but 
appear to be strong 
enough to keep on controlling it 
into the unforeseeable future. 


The American position, in try ­ 
ing to ignore the dominance of 
the Red Chinese on the mainland, 
has been a diplomatic maneuv er 
intended to force the Red Chinese 
into being less belligerent. 
Still, just because this has been 
the American position, the United 
States has ex cluded Red China 
from any talks about world dis­ 
armament, ev en though any dis­ 
armament agreement without Red 
China would be a farce. 
Nev ertheless the United States, 
with four of its Western .Allies, 
was going ahead with plans to 
meet with the Sov iet Union and 
four Sov iet-bloc countries in mid- 
March 
to 
seek 
agreement 
on 
world disarmament. 
Then a little ov er a week ago 
the Red Chinese made it clear 
just how much of a joke it would 
be for the rest of the world to 
ex clude them from an agreement. 
They did it simply : 
They said they wouki not abide 
by 
any 
agreement 
which 
they 
didn’t help negotiate or sign The 
State Department quickly agreed 
this was true and said if the dis­ 
armament 
talks 
show 
progress 
Red China should be brought in. 
It 
would 
hav e 
been 
more 
realistic fo r the State Department 
to hav e said this on its own, and 
long ago A.s it is, the Red Chinese 
took the initiativ e in pushing the 
State Department into this admis­ 
sion. 
This is the hard-to-believ e one: 
• Thursday in Toky o a high-rank­ 
ing J apanese politician said the 
Red 
Chinese 
foreign 
mini.ster. 
Chen Yi, told him the Communist 
Chinese hav e decided nev er again 
to use force against 
Form osa’s 
Chiang Kai-shek, 
The repeated Red Chinese at­ 
tacks on the forces of Chiang, who 


Is not only an American ally but 
in effect an American responsibil­ 
ity , hav e been the sorest point of 
friction between this country and 
Red China. 


The Red 
Chinese hav e nev er 
told the United States they will 
abandon force against Formosa. 
But if their foreign minister was 
telling the truth to the J apane.?« 
politician, then there are perhaps 
three reason.s 
None of the three can be at­ 
tributed to a sudden dev elopment 
of mildness 
or international to­ 
getherness in Red China. These 
are the three likely reasons, sing 
ly or together: 
1 
Chiang is an old man 
They 
m ay figure he won’t liv e long and. 
since he was their main stum­ 
bling block to winning Formosa, 
once he’s gone the Chinese on For­ 
mosa 
can 
be induced to come 
ov er. 
2. 
The Red Chinese by their 
tactics in recent months hav e be 
come a kind of bogcy -man to their 
Asian 
ncighbor.s 
They 
crushed 
the 
Tibetans 
and 
jittered 
ev en 
peaceful 
India 
by 
slamming 
troops 
right 
up 
against 
her 
frontier. 
In v short, all Asia now has rea­ 
son to look on UtKl China as a

From the standpoint of 
propaganda alone this is stupidity

Nikita Khrushchev who has been 
talking p eaee They were spoiling 
any m ileage he ho|x « d to get by 
his opposite tactics He m ay h a\e 
talked them into cuffing out the 
rough stuff — at lea.st temporarily .

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Probing For A Place To Strike 


Democratic campaign strategy for the pres­ 
idential election, now in 
the 
development 
stage, is an interesting study 
Democratic speakers are feeling out public 
opinion for a weak spot They feel certain 
♦here must be some place they can strike 
where the Republicans will not be able to 
stand that blow 
Rut they are still hunting 
for it 
One of the more curious proposals came 
from a sub-group of the Democratic Advisory 
Committee on Science and Technology, which 
is itself a sub-group of the Democratic Ad­ 
visory Council 
This was a suggestion to 
make political capital of the project to put a 
man into space—the Mercury project. 
The issue was to he drawn between Re­ 
publicans being urged to do this as quickly 
as possible and Democrats advising Republi­ 
cans to go slow lest they sacrifice a human 
life 
On this kind of an issue. Democrats 
would be working both sides of the street— 
criticizing the Eisenhower administration for 
dragging its feet on the space program and 
criticizing it for making haste at the possible 
cost of a life 
This Is the state of mind that elsewhere 
has been causing one Democratic orator to 
call Vice President Nixon a "juvenile de­ 
linquent” and another party hopeful to pic­ 
ture President Eisenhower as a befuddled 
man overmatched in a job that always was 
too much for him and has become increas­ 


ingly so with his increasing weight of years 
One faction among Democrats would like to 
wage a campaign on the folly of balancing 
the federal budget. Some Democrats think the 
weak place is the farm states, where they 
charge Republicans haven’t been giving away 
public money fast enough. Some prefer to 
say 
the national 
defense is being 
hurt 
Others profess to believe the national debt 
Is too low and should be whooped up beyond 
.TOO billion. 
These are probings in search of an Issue In 
I960, there is no groundswell—no tide of opin­ 
ion running strongly one way or the other— 
no seething resentment against the state of 
things as they are It is the job of the party 
out of power in the executive branch to find 
something to campaign on, and Democrats 
have the sympathy of every Republican who 
rem em bers 1936. 1940. 1944 and 1948 
There was the same probing then, the 
sam e search for a place to strike It was in­ 
ability to join and win on key issues that 
badgered Republican strategy makers 
until 
1952, when the scandals of the Truman ad­ 
ministration finally created the 
inexorable 
force that Republicans had been unable to 
find before, 
It would have been almost impossible to 
lose the presidential election that year, and 
with the help of a strong and attractive can­ 
didate the Republican ticket pulled an all- 
time record vote. 


Voting Is Every Citizen's Right 


Frustrating resistance to civil rights prog­ 
ress in Southern states, it has been pointed 
out by many critics of practices opposed to 
civil rights, could be demolished by giving 
Negro citizens the right to vote. 
This would get rid of many repressive 
practices automatically, because Negro peo­ 
ple in most parts of the South, hold a poten: 
tial balance of power in elections. Politicians 
could not afford to incur their wrath 
For exactly this reason. Southern Negroer 
have been discouraged from voting and at 
best encouraged to vote only under closely 
controlled conditions. 
That has been the working policy (rf South­ 
ern segregationists—to protect the ballot box. 
That is why the most far-reaching civil 
rights proposal ever made is Attorney Gen­ 
eral Rogers’ idea for guaranteeing Negro 
voting by court-appointed "referees" in fed­ 
eral court districts where previous legal pro­ 
ceedings have shown need for special pro­ 
tection. 
This proposal goes far beyond any other 


pending proposal 
It would provide standing 
protection, instead of temporary protection. 


Both state and federal elections would be 


covered Offenders could be found guilty by 


a judge without a 
jury 
Referees would 
watch balloting as well as registration 
If such a bill — and this one is being of­ 
fered as a proposed amendment to the Civil 
Rights Act of 1957 — were adopted, Southern 
Negroes could not be kept from voting, short 
of measures to bar them by force The de­ 
finitive m easure that has been mentioned by 
every critic of segregation would have been 
put into action. Civil rights legislation, which 
traditionally has been watered down, would 
have been given a drench of 100-proof popular 
sovereignty. 
For that reason, the prospects of adoption 
are dim 
But from now on. there will be 
only one civil rights proposal worth talking 
about — the one that could make the historic 
difference — the guaranteed right to vote, 
regardless of race and color. 


France Has Two Bombs By The Fuse 


French trouble in Algeria Is making the 
headlines, as it has for years 
But 
even 
peskier trouble is implicit in its plans to ex­ 
plode its first atomic bomb in the Sahara. 
Ghanians 
do 
not 
understand 
why they 
should be exposed to the possibility of radia­ 
tion from fall-out because France wants to 
join the international "nuclear club ” It is 
not an easy thing for even an orator with 
the golden tongue of Billy Graham to ex­ 
plain, so he didn't try. 


But it had better be explained soon, be­ 
cause other applications are pending Each 
will be brought before the admissions com­ 
mittee in the same way 
The applicant will build a bomb' and set 
it off, to prove he has the qualifications for 
"nuclear club" membership 
Russia u s e d 
♦his method successfully, taking the United 
States by surprise when it believed the club 
had only one member. Britain subsequently 
was admitted to membership, on the invita­ 
tion of the charter member. 
Russia also would like to sponsor a mem­ 
ber, which might prove to be Red China. 
Meanwhile, France has served notice to hold 
a place open for it Once the bars have been 
let down, everybody will be thinking about 
qualifying for membership Before the nucle­ 
ar rush is over, even little countries 
like 
Switzerland may be coming in And assuredly 
the larger countries will not want to be 
caught napping. 
West Germany should be able to build 


nuclear bombs with the same skill that they 
put into the development of operational mis­ 
siles as far back as World War II 
Japan, if its clever designers went to work, 
could build the cheapest nuclear bomb ever 
put together. India will not want to be left 
out, nor Italy and the Scandinavian coun­ 
tries. And each new club member will run 
into the same resentment when it’s time to 
qualify. Among the 
presumably 
less 
ad­ 
vanced people of the world there will be a 
large unaswerable question: Why blow it our 
way*

The two men were set to talk 
about unions and management liv­ 
ing in peace, with seldom a strike 
cutting into breadbaskets or profit 
margins.

Bannow, president of 
the National Assn. of Manufactur­ 
ers. 
Members of President E i­ 
senhower’s cabinet had asked them 
to sit down in 
a tiny private 
summit and try to work out plans 
for a national public summit ses­ 
sion of labor and industry. 
History wasn't made At the last 
minute the labor leader had to 
switch plans. 
However, 
President 
Eisenhow­ 
e r’s Labor Secretary Jim Mitchell 
and Commerce Secretary F r e d 
Mueller and their aides will con­ 
tinue to burn up the phone wires 
trying to set up another such ses­ 
sion. 


THIS TALK had been set after 
the Commerce Department — at 
White House instructions—attem pt­ 
ed to find industrialists who could 
speak for American business. 
They approached, for example, 
Ralph Cordiner, head of the great 
General Electric CKO Cordiner ad­ 
vised he could not speak for Amer­ 
ica’s businessmen. He was asked 
for suggestions. 
The inquirer was told he might 
deal with the national business as­ 
sociations. It was then that the 
NAM was approached 
There would be no difficulty in 
finding spokesmen for labor at a 
summit gathering. It was Meany’s 
suggestion in a letter to Mr. Ei­ 
senhower that such a parley be 
called. After talking to the Presi­ 
dent, Mitchell contacted Meany. 
In the past few weeks, they have 
talked in the national AFL-CIO 
headquarters and over the phone. 
Meany will name the labor dele­ 
gation. 
It will probably include 
Walter Reuther and Al Hayes along 
with other policy makers. 
Meany can do that because vir­ 
tually all industrial labor is repre­ 
sented by one organization — acting 
together in joint policy. 
But despite the talke of tycoons, 
there apparently is no one man, 
no small group of men who can 
talk for all American industry. 
Yet Labor Secretary Mitchell — 
and that means Richard Nixon 8s 
surely as chili goes with carne— 
wants a domestic summit within 
six weeks. 


THE WHITE HOUSE is wary of 
this one. A brawl among the giants 
before the nation’s press would 
make the sports section academic 
that day 
But Jim Mitchell says 
there is no need for the leaders 
of labor and management to agree 
on anything — except that indus­ 
trial war is bad for the nation 
With that as a premise, the gov­ 
ernment would then say, this is 
your summit. Now set up a series 
of lesser sum mits — industry by 
industry, company by company, 
perhaps even plant by plant. 
At the top in each field, the lead­ 
ers of both sides would meet regu 


larly They would "com municate” 
long before they had to walk into 
a bargaining room with set posi­ 
tions on wages, hours and work 
practices. 
With the top leaders in each 
field meeting on friendly terms, 
perhaps an example could be set 
for sessions right 
on 
down to 
the plant level. 
It was at the first such labor- 
management talk ever held that 
Nixon and Mitchell formulated the 
policy specifically. That was on 
the night of Jan. ll, in the vice 
president's home 
Mitchell and Nixon, in effect,

Is It Only An Act?

WASHINGTON 
All of a sudden the Red Chinese 
are putting on their Sunday-go-to- 
meeting clothes and an attitude of 
butter - won’t - melt - in - our - 
mouths. 
Two things have happened in 
connection with this, one realistic 
and the other hard to believe. 
The realistic one: 
E ver since the Korean War the 
American government has re-fused 
to recognize the Chinese Commu­ 
nists as the rightful government 
of mainland China and has op­ 
posed a seat in the United Nations 
for them. 
There has always been some un­ 
reality about this, since the Red 
Chinese not only control mainland 
China but appear to be strong 
enough to keep on controlling it 
into the unforeseeable future. 
The American position, in try­ 
ing to ignore the dominance of 
the Red Chinese on the mainland, 
has been a diplomatic maneuver 
intended to force the Red Chinese 
into being less belligerent. 
Still, just because this has been 
the American position, the United 
States has excluded Red China 
from any talks about world dis­ 
arm am ent, even though any dis­ 
arm am ent agreement without Red 
China would be a farce. 
Nevertheless the United States, 
with four (rf its Western Allies, 
was going ahead with plans to 
m eet with the Soviet Union and 
four Soviet-bloc countries in mid- 
March 
to 
seek 
agreement 
on 
world disarmam ent. 
Then a little over a week ago 
the Red Chinese made it clear 
just how much of a joke it would 
be for the rest of the world to 
exclude them from an agreement. 
They did it simply: 
They said they would not abide 
by 
any 
agreem ent 
which 
they 
didn’t help negotiate or sign The 
State Departm ent quickly agreed 
this was true and said if the dis­ 
arm am ent 
talks 
show 
progress 
Red China should be brought in 
It 
would 
have 
been 
more 
realistic for the State Department 
to have said this on its own, and 
long ago. As it is, the Red Chinese 
took the initiative in pushing the 
State Department into this admis­ 
sion. 
This is the hard-to-beiieve one: 
.Thursday in Tokyo a high-rank­ 
ing Japanese politician said the 
Red 
Chinese 
foreign 
minister, 
Chen Yi, told him the Communist 
Chinese have decided never again 
to use force against Form osa's 
Chiang Kai-shek. 
The repeated Red Chinese at­ 
tacks on the forces of Chiang, who 


Is not only an American ally but 
in effect an American responsibil­ 
ity, have been the sorest point of 
friction between this country and 
Red China. 
The Red Chinese have never 
told the United States they will 
abandon force against Formosa. 
But if their foreign minister was 
telling the truth to the Japanese 
politician, then there are perhaps 
three reasons. 
None of the three can be at­ 
tributed to a sudden development 
of mildness or international to­ 
getherness in Red China. These 
are the three likely reasons, sing­ 
ly or together: 
1. Chiang is an old man. They 
may figure he won’t live long and, 
since he was their main stum ­ 
bling block to winning Formosa, 
once he's gone the Chinese on For­ 
mosa can be induced to come 
over. 
2. The Red Chinese by their 
tactics in recent months have be 
come a kind of bogey-man to their 
Asian 
neighbors: 
They 
crushed 
the Tibetans 
and jittered even 
peaceful 
India 
by 
slamming 
troops 
right 
up 
against 
her 
frontier. 
In short, all Asia now has rea­ 
son to look on Red China as a 
menace 
From the standpoint of 
propaganda alone this is stupidity. 
It seemed only a m atter of time 
before the Red Chinese got wise 
to 
themselves. 
Apparently 
they 
have now 
3. Their aggressiveness has been 
a pain in the neck of Prem ier 
Nikita Khrushchev who has been 
talking peace They were spoiling 
any mileage he ho|>cd to get by 
his opposite tactics He may have 
talked them into cutting out the 
rough stuff — at least temporarily. 
But it’s hard to believe Red 
China has decided to be every­ 
body’s good n e i g h b o r . They 
haven't been so far. It's possible 
they've decided to quiet down. 
But, judging from past perform­ 
ance, it still looks like an act.

in Cuba and the traditional and

The phrasing is tactful hut nev­ 
ertheless quite plain. 
This same kind of interference in 
the affairs of Latin-American coun­ 
tries was what gave birth to the 
Monroe Doctrine nearly a century 
and a half ago. 


IT WAS ENUNCIATED by Presi­ 
dent Monroe in a message to Con­ 
gress on Dec. 2. 1823, which reads 
in part as follows: 
"We owe it, therefore, to can­ 
dor and to the amicable relations 
existing between the United States 
and those (European) powers to 
declare that we should 
consider 
any attem pt on their part to ex­ 
tend their system to any portion 
of this hemisphere as dangerous 
to our peace and safety. 
"With the existing colonies 
or 
dependencies 
of 
any 
European 
power we have not interfered and 
shall not interfere. But with the 
governments who have 
declared 
their independence and maintained 
it and whose 
independence 
we 
have, on great consideration and 
on just principles, acknowledged, 
we could not view any interposition 
for the purpose of oppressing them 
or controlling in any other m an­ 
ner their destiny, by any Euro­ 
pean power in any other light than 
as a manifestation of an unfriendly 
disposition 
t o w a r d the United 
States." 


THE MONROE DOCTRINE has 
been withdrawn 
from 
American 
foreign policy. 
There can be no doubt that the 
Soviet Union has interfered with 
the affairs of the government of 
Cuba and that Communist agents 


are guilty of provoking friction be­ 
tween this country and the Cuban 
government. 
Thp Cuban people of course ars 
the victims of the plots that have 
resulted in the confiscation of for­ 
eign property in Cuba, the virtual 
suspension of tourist travel and the 
steady deterioration (rf the Cuban 
economy. 
What makes the situation even 
more critical is the insulting m an­ 
ner of Fidel Castro, the dictator. 
He refuses for prolonged periods 
to see the American ambassador 
but continues to make speeches 
offensive to the United States. At 
the same time he denies an op­ 
portunity to conduct the diplomat­ 
ic relations between 
Washington 
and Havana in the normal way. 
Mr. Eisenhower 
in his public 
statement describes the situation 
as follows: 
"We 
have 
been, 
for 
many 
months, deeply concerned and per­ 
plexed at the steady deterioration 
of those relations 
(between 
th* 
governments of the United States 
and Cuba) reflected especially by 
recent public statem ents by Prime 
Minister Castro of Cuba, as well 
as by statem ents in official pub 
licity organs of the Cuban govern­ 
ment These statem ents contain un­ 
warranted attacks on our govern­ 
ment and on our leading officials ” 


THE PRESIDENT refers point­ 
edly also to the stirring up of 
revolutions 
in 
o t h e r 
Latin- 
American countries, with Cuba aa 
a base of military operations. 
Mr. Eisenhower saya that from 
Cuba "a number of invasion* th 
reefed against other countries have 
departed during the past year, in 
several cases attended with seri­ 
ous loss of life and property dam ­ 
age in the territory of those other 
countries " 
The Monroe Doctrine has In re­ 
cent years been embraced in prin 
ciple by Latin-American countries 
as a bloc 
The organization of 
American 
states has the responsibility for 
exposing infractions of the Doc­ 
trine but this does not in any way 
lessen the duty of the United States 
to enforce the Doctrine as against 
any European power. 
At a time when Nikita Khrush­ 
chev is preaching "peaceful co­ 
existence” and a "laesening 
of 
tension,” the United States finds 
at its doorstep a Communist or­ 
ganization actually using Castro a* 
a tool in plotting against this coun­ 
try and other states in the Western 
Hemisphere. 
Under the circumstances, 
Mr 
Eisenhower can hardly carry out 
his plan for a visit to Moscow next 
spring without giving the impres­ 
sion that America is not going to 
do anything about the violation of 
the Monroe Doctrine by the Soviet 
government.

Very Much Frank Lloyd Wright 


DALLAS. Tex 
Frank 
Lloyd Wright 
was the 
greatest phrase-maker in the his­ 
tory of architecture The buildings 
never lived up to the phrases, if 
f o r no other 
reason t h a n 
that no build­ 
ings could. 
Of any build­ 
ing, he said it 
should be “ at 
h o m e on its 
site, 
l i k e a 
s w a n on a 
lake,” and 
of 
the K a l i t a 
P. Humphreys John Crosby 
Theater here, last building of his 
ever built, he said it was designed 
"to liberate the stage from the 
shackles of tradition and afford a 
more plastic and intim ate means 
of dram atic presentation.” 
The theater is just 12 rows deep, 
holding 440 persons. The stage is 
a circle, flanked by two rectangu­ 
lar areas over 
which 
are two 
low-lying balconies. Any 
part of 
this or all of it can be used for 
the action. 


"IT LOOKS as if you could hold 
K in the palm of your hand.” said 
Paul Baker. 
It does, too — very close to the 
audience and intimate. “ Actually, 
from this door to that is 85 feet.” 
The yellow curtain enfolds only the 
circle. The rest is bare. 
The lighting is concealed in five 
concentric recessed circles, 
fan­ 
ning out from the stage. 
"This is the latest 
board de­ 
signed by George Eisenhower,” 
said Baker, showing me the m aster 
switchboard. “There are 230 outlets 
for lights. Three shows can be set 
up simultaneously and by turning 
aa switch we can change from one 
to another. 
"Lights are what take so much 
tim e in the theater. You can set 
scenery faster than lights.” 
But the theater is equally well 
•quipped for scene changes. 
Baker showed m e the board con­ 
trolling the revolving stage, which 
has five speeds and which has a lit­ 
tle m iniature showing the opera­ 
tor exactly what the stage is do­ 
ing. Another board controls scen­ 
ery changes which are done elec­ 
trically. Only one other theater in 
the country has that. 


“THAT IS very much Frank 
Lloyd Wright — as you well know 
if you’ve seen 
the 
Guggenheim 
Museum in New York,” said Baker, 
pointing to a curving ram p — 
something Wright had a passion 
for in his declining years. 
We walked down it to the base­ 
ment. 
“This is our workshop, where 
we design and build scenery. Also 
our storage space. Over there,” 
he waved casually to the corner, 
“ is ‘Of Time and the R iver.’ We 
can get it out in 30 minutes, put 
it on the lift and set it up. 
“This is true repertory theater. 
This is the only resident repertory 
theater in the country. 
I 
don’t 
know if anyone wants one.” 
The only resident repertory the­ 
ater in the country opened Jan. I 
with “ Of Time and the R iver.”

The 
best chance for cure is during 
the early, surface stage. Several 
tests can be used to detect trou­ 
ble early, one of which is the 
Papanicolaou or smear test. This 
test is based upon the fact that 
cancer cells 
are

loosely 
attached 
to one 
another 
than 
normal cells. They thus tend to 
shed more easily and, in cervical 
cancer, the abnormal cells tend 
to collect in the vagina. Ceils 
are obtained by swab, spread or 
smeared on a glass slide, and 
studied under a microscope. The 
Pap. test has the advantage, so 
far as the patient is concerned. 
of being quite painless and sim­ 
ple.

A. The use of dehydroepiandro- 
stcrone in mongolism was report­ 
ed in 1958 by a Spanish physi­ 
cian. The drug was given by in­ 
jection for long periods. The doc­ 
tor concluded that D FA is the 
most effective agent yet found

mongolism. 
However, 
the 
treatment docs not transform the 
mongoloid into a normal child. 
On the other hand, DEA is re­ 
ported to improve the physical 
appearance 
and 
mental 
condi­ 
tion of such patients; to make 
the mongoloid features less no­ 
ticeable; and to help the child 
make a better social and family 
adjustment. 
It is only fair to 
point out that vitamins, thyroid, 
glutamic acid. and other forms 
of treatment have also had their 
day. The abnormalities of m on­ 
golism are 
already 
present 
at 
birth and it is very unlikely that 
a “cure” will ever he found.

The responsibility and needs of 
Industry and the community in or­ 
der that both might prosper and 
grow were outlined by Dan Swea- 
ney of the Weirton Steel Co. at 
the annual Wellsville Chamber of 
Commerce dinner Thursday night 
at the First Methodist Church. 
Forty-five attended the event at 
which it was announced that Dean 
Hudson, Allen Dalrymple, Thom­ 
as Piatt 
and Dr. Janis Lauva 
were elected as new members of 
the Board of Directors. The vote 
was by mail. 


SWEANEY, FORMER city man­ 
ager of Weirton, said in his talk 
on “ Industry and the Communi­ 
ty” that increased industrial acti­ 
vity in any community poses prob­ 
lems for its governing body, such 
as extension of services including 
water, sanitation, streets, street 
lighting, police and fire protection, 
health and welfare and recreation. 
“The most important thing that 
a community can offer industry is 
good municipal services — t h e 
guarantee of a dollar’s worth of 
municipal services for a tax dol-

lar as well as a guarantee of equi­ 
table taxation,” he said. 
He pointed out that a well-run, 
efficient, financially-sound indus­ 
try does not require tax conces­ 
sions or municipal credit. 
“All its management will re­ 
quest from a community is the 
same 
treatm ent 
that 
everyone 
else is given and an equal oppor­ 
tunity to operate and grow in the 
community.” 


HE REVIEWED the past a n d 
how industrial growth came about, 
declaring that during the present 
century the high degree of indus­ 
trialization of our nation has made 
a tremendous change in commun­ 
ities. In earlier days, many com­ 
munities did not want industry, 
hut now we find them vying with 
each other to entice industries into 
their midst in order to maintain 
the economic balance of their com­ 
munity. 
“ I believe that industry must be 
prepared to carry its share of the 
tax burden in the same propor­ 
tion that it enjoys tax-supported 
services if the community is to 
expand and grow in a healthy 
manner,” he said. 
“ Industries enjoy the benefits of 
police 
and 
fire 
protection 
and 
many other municipal services and 
should be prepared to pay their 
proportionate share.” 
As an example, he pointed out 
that industry benefits from public 
education which provides people 
with basic training to make them 
efficient workers for industry. 


IN ORDER to guarantee a dol­ 
lar's worth of municipal services 
for a tax dollar, there must be a 
capable 
and 
efficient municipal 
administration. 
“Whether we realize it or not, 
the responsibility for sound a n d 
efficient local government f a l l s 
upon the shoulders of each a n d 
every one of us as citizens of our 
respective communities,” Sweaney 
said. “ I am sorry to say that in 
many instances we are prone to 
shirk this responsibility. Many of 
us take our municipal govern­ 
ments and the services they per­ 
form too much for granted.” 
He said our lives are more af­ 
fected each day by municipal gov­ 
ernments than by the actions of 
either state or 
federal govern­ 
ments. Sweaney hit at the apathy 
of eligible voters in allowing a 
small minority to cast ballots on 
issues which govern all. 


FOR AN EXAMPLE he used 
figures of a survey taken in Los 
Angeles, 
which 
showed 
that 
a 
large percentage of citizens were 
uniformed or unaware of munici­ 
pal activities. The survey showed 
LlTat 15 per cent of those ques­ 
tioned did not know the name of 
the mayor and 70 per cent did not 
know the names of their council­ 
men. “ More than half of the per­ 
sons surveyed did not know the 
location of the city’s main libra­ 
ry.” he continued. 
Sweaney also reviewed a vote 
conducted in Weirton on adoption 
of a new city charter. He said 
long study and many hours work 
were required to set up what a 
commission thought Was a model 
charter for the community. 
More than 10,000 were eligible 
but less than IO per cent cast bal­ 
lots. The issue passed but it was 
“just another startling instance of 
the complacency of the public in 
permitting a very small minority 
to determine an issue of vital and 
far-reaching importance to every 
citizen of the community,” Swea­ 
ney said. 


SWEANEY URGED that more 
people take an active interest in 
civic affairs. He said that in his 
opinion the city manager plan of 
government is the best but point­ 
ed out that “any plan of munici­ 


pal government can only be as 
strong as the people elected and 
appointed to carry out its func­ 
tions.” 
“ If industry and the municipal 
government and the citizens of any 
community join together in accept­ 
ing their responsibilities for the 
common good of the community as 
a whole, not but success can crown 
their efforts,” he said in his clos­ 
ing remarks. 
Sweaney was appointed first city 
manager of Weirton July I, 1947, 
and served until July I, 1955. He 
has been with Weirton Steel for 
30 years. He is a special repre­ 
sentative in Industrial Relations 
and is a member of the Speakers 
Bureau. He also is president of 
the Weirton Hospital Co. 
The Rev. Arden Beck of the host 
church offered the opening prayer.

Agreement On New Contract

PITTSBURGH (AP ^P ittsb u rg h 
Steel Co., the nation's 15th larg­ 
est steel producer, and the United 
Steelworkers have reached agree­ 
ment on a new contract covering 
workers at six plants across the 
nation. 
A 
company 
spokesman 
an­ 
nounced the agreement Thursday 
night. Terms were not disclosed. 
But the spokesman said the com­ 
pany would make an announce­ 
ment today. 
Pittsburgh Steel is the biggest 
firm still unsigned with the USW 
since the end of the 116-day na­ 
tionwide steel strike. 
Pittsburgh Steel has been oper­ 
ating under a contract extension 
since the Taft - Hartley court in­ 
junction which halted the steel 
strike expired last Tuesday. The 
biggest obstacle to a settlement 
has been a dispute over the firm ’s 
incentive pay rates. 


The firm had demanded an ad- 
• 
justm ent in the rates, contending 
that its incentive scales are much 
higher than the industry - wide 
average. 
The company’s plants are at 
Allenport, 
Pa.: 
Monessen, 
Pa.; 
Los Angqjfs; Warren, Ohio: Ak­ 
ron, Ohio; and Worcester, Mass. 
Last week Pittsburgh Steel em ­ 
ployes, voting under a provision 
of the Taft - Hartley law, rejected 
the firm’s “ last” contract offer 
4.760 to 2,458. 
The basic steel industry reach­ 
ed agreement with the union on 
Jan. 4 with a Vh year contract. 
The contract included a 40-cent 
average hourly increase in wages 
and fringe benefits during the life 
of the pact. 
Under the old contracts, steel­ 
workers earned an average of $3.11 
an hour.
